WASHINGTON (AP) - After 
a one-month increase, the na­ 
tion’s 
unemployment 
rate 
dropped rom 8.6 to 8.3 per cent 
of the labor force in November, 
the government reported today. 
The drop in the jobless rate 
equaled the October increase 
and thus left the unemployment 
rate at the same level as in 
September. 
The 
government 
said 7.7 million persons were 
unemployed in November. 
Before the October rise, job­ 
lessness had declined over the 
previous four months from its 
recession peak of 9.2 per cent 
last May. However, adminis­ 
tration 
economists attributed 
the increase to “special fac­ 
tors” and had hoped the down­ 
ward trend would be resumed 
in November. 
Despite the improvement in 
November, joblessness is fore­ 
cast to remain above 7 per cent 
through 1976.

On the heels of the firing of CIA Director William 
Colby, columnist Jack Anderson wrote an article 
detailing the “‘demoralization and deterioration” inside 
the intelligence agency.

“Top CIA informants and contract employes are 
switching their allegiances to foreign intelligence ser­ 
vices, which they consider more trustworthy.

This could shut off invaluable future sources of 
information.

One of them com­ 
mented : ‘You don’t have a country, you have a church - 
no pun intended.’” 
Anderson goes on to detail specific instances where the 
CIA has been weakened or rendered virtually helpless 
abroad: in Portugal, Italy, Spain, Lebanon, Israel, 
France, Australia and even neighboring Canada. 
None of this, however, should surprise anyone, least of 
all Anderson. There is simply no way the CIA — or any 
other government agency for that matter — could 
withstand the one-piece-of- flesh - at a- time dissection 
that has been mercilessly conducted in recent months by 
congressional committees, without emerging terribly 
scarred. 
At the same time, let’s distribute the credit where it’s 
due. Jack Anderson himself has perhaps done more than 
any individual outside government to leave the CIA — in 
words quoted by him — “naked before our enemies.” His 
numerous accusations of its alleged misdeeds helped set 
the stage mounted by Sen. Church and his colleagues. 
Seeking scapegoats for a dangerous situation he can’t 
deny, the columnist points the finger at William Colby. 
Hie puzzle is that, when Anderson can see the effects of 
the CIA’s hurt so clearly, why can he not also see its true 
causes?

U.N. HEADS MOVE 
AGAINST DEMOCRACY 
Never in the 30 years of its 
history has the prestige of the 
United Nations been at lower 
ebb or its future in greater 
doubt. Launched with high and 
noble hopes in 1945, with the goal 
of 
“ preserving succeeding 
generations from the scourge of 
war,” the U.N. has become little 
more than a forum for the an­ 
tidemocratic machinations of 
the leaders of scores of countries 
that did not exist as sovereign 
entities when it was founded. 
The United Nations was from 
the beginning, of course, viewed 
with suspicion, if not contempt, 
by some Americans, who have 
always considered it an alien 
presence on U.S. soil and an 
inimical threat to U.S. 
in­ 
terests—a tool of that devil 
called communism. 
Today, 
however, 
such 
distinguished groups as 
the 
American Academy of the Arts 
and Sciences and the American 
Association 
for 
the Advan­ 
cement of Science are joining a 
swelling chorus of alarm over 
whither the U.N. is tending. In a 
letter to the director general of 
UNESCO, the United Nations 
Educational, 
Scientific 
and 
Cultural 
Organization, 
40 
prominent 
scholars 
and 
academicians, 
including 
11 
Nobel Laureates, have protested 
the expulsion of Israel from the 
agency. 
Because of this action, con­ 
trary to every principle of the 
United Nations, the U.S. has 
withdrawn its financial support 
of UNESCO and has also served 
notice of its intention to with­ 
draw from membership in the 
In te r n a tio n a l 
L a b o r 
O rg a n iz a tio n , 
a n o th e r 
politicized U.N. agency. 
L ast month, in a near 
unanimous 
vote, 
Congress 
called 
upon 
the 
General 
Assembly to reject an Arab- 
inspired resolution declaring 
Zionism 
to be a form 
of 
“ racism .” That pernicious 
resolution has just been adopted 
by the U.N. by a better than two- 
to-one margin. 
The statistics tell much about 
what has happened to the so 


called 
“world 
parliament.” 
Founded in 1945 with 50 member 
states, it now numbers 143. As 
U.S. ambassador to the U.N. 
Daniel 
Moynihan 
recently 
noted, of these 143 countries, 
only about two dozen can be 
called democracies. Perhaps 
another 30 are not quite 
despotisms. “The rest are out 
and out despotisms. ’ 
Even 
more 
discouraging, 
most of the democracies, with 
the major exception of Japan, 
are Western nations with 
dem ocratic traditions long 
predating establishment of the 
U.N. Even countries like India 
and 
the Philippines, 
which 
presumably 
benefited 
from 
Western “tutelage,” must now 
be 
placed 
in 
the despotic 
category. 
One is almost tempted to 
believe that democracy, like the 
original idea of the United 
Nations itself, is merely the 
accidental product of the ex­ 
perience of one limited part of 
the world—and not everywhere 
there—and that far from being 
universal 
verities 
springing 
from thecommon nature of all 
mankind, 
the ideals of in­ 
dividual 
freedom 
and 
self- 
government are philosophical 
relics against which the tide of 
world history is running. 
Western exploration opened 
up the modern world. Western 
science is the world’s standard. 


W estern 
patterns 
of con­ 
sumption are the world’s am­ 
bition—but 
not 
W estern 
democracy. 
No responsible person yet 
calls for the abandonment of the 
United 
Nations 
by 
the 
democracies. Agencies like the 
World Health Organization that 
have not been entirely tainted 
by politics and ideology, and 
even 
UNESCO, 
have 
ac­ 
complished and continue to 
accomplish much that is good 
and useful in furthering the well­ 
being of the world’s peoples. 
But a mere three decades 
after its greatest victory in 
World War II, democracy has 
clearly become an endangered 
species. It is ironic and tragic 
that the spearhead of the attack 
against democracy is its own 
creation, the United Nations.

THE MALPRACTICE 
CRISIS 
From The New York Times 
Physicians and hospitals are 
taken so much for granted in the 
United 
States that a most 
serious. threat to the present 
availability of medical care is 
passing almost unnoticed by the 
general public. That threat is 
embodies in the malpractice 
crisis, 
which 
has 
assumed 
national proportions. 
In many states physicians and 
hospitals 
now 
face 
the 


possibility that within die next 
few months they may have no 
malpractice insurance at all, or 
will be able to buy it only on 
terms that will put it beyond 
reach. Since even a single 
malpractice suit could bankrupt 
the defendant institution or 
individual, widespread inability 
to purchase malpractice in­ 
surance may well mean a 
drastic reduction of medical 
care. 
There is enough fault in this 
situation 
to 
be shared 
by 
everyone 
involved. 
Private 
insurance companies have not 
distinguished themselves in this 
field. The medical profession 
itself has been derelict in failing 
to impose adequate discipline 
upon itself, and has shown little 
zeal for identifying and ex­ 
pelling 
those 
who 
are 
in­ 
competent 
or 
repeatedly 
negligent, malpractice lawyers 
have 
been 
notoriously 
suc­ 
cessful in winning ever larger 
settlements—many of them now 
in the millions of dollars—of 
which a substantial portion goes 
to the lawyers, while the in­ 
creasing 
size 
of judgments 
makes malpractice less and less 
an insurable risk. 
Probably the chief blame 
must bs laid on the courts and 
thq law. These require an in­ 
credibly expensive and clumsy 
adversary system which eats up 
huge quantities of both time and 
money before claims are set­ 
tled. JEven more serious, the 
trend 
has 
been 
toward 
elimination of any statute of 
limitations, so that malpractice 
risks are incalculabe, while 
juries have increasingly tended 
to give awards based more on 
sympathy for the plight of the 
unfortunate plaintiff that on the 
reality of alleged negligence of 
incompetence. 
The goal of public policy in 
this tangled situation is evident. 
There should be reimbursement 
for persons who are injured by 
negligent 
or 
incompetent 
physicians, 
but 
that 
reim­ 
bursement should be provided 
through a mechanism operated 
at a minimum of cost in time 
and expense. The mechanism 
must be able to distinguish 
clearly between the failures due 
to genuine negligence and those 
that will occur despite con- I 
scientious medical care. 
| 
The goal is easier to state than 
to achieve. But the general 
direction is clear enough: the 
prosecution 
of 
malpractice 
actions needs to be simplified 
and made more of an arbitration 
procedure than a war between 
contending 
attorneys. 
The 
statute of limitations needs to be 
more tightly drawn in order to 
avoid 
such situations as oc- 
currred the other day, when 
malpractice 
allegedly 
com­ 
mitted more than 20 year ago 
was finally resolved in a large 
settlement. Along with such 
measures there must be tighter 
controls to assure continuing 
competence to physicians—in 
respect both to bring knowledge 
up to date and to continuing 
health free of psychiatric 
illness, drug abuse or other 
cause of disablement. 
Malpractice 
probably 
can 
never ben entirely prevented, 
but sensible policies can reduce 
its incidence and its potentially 


disastrous effect on the practice 
of medicine in the United 
JStates.

JAIL IMPROVEMENT 
NEEDED 
From 
The 
Daily Dunklin 
Democrat 
Kennett, Mo. 
Missouri’s county jails rank 
among the poorest in the nation. 
A 
recent 
inspection report, 
made after examination of jails 
throughout the state, had this to 
say: 
“More than half of the jails in 
Missouri 
are 
infested 
with 
vermin, are dirty, cold and 
poorly lighted; many jails are 
dangerous (fire safety); and 
more than half of Missouri jails 
provide 
no 
medical 
examinations for detection or 
prevention 
of communicable 
diseases among inmates, nor 
are there provisions or stan­ 
dards to mitigate this problem. 
Diry, diseased prisoners are 
housed with the rest.” 
This is the kind of report that 
hopefully will produce sufficient 
distress 
in 
the 
General 
Assembly to assure enactment 
of a minimum standards act for 
jails in the state’s 114 counties 
and the City of St. Louis. A bill 
requiring 
such 
minimum 
standards is making its way 
through the General Assembly, 
although at this point there is no 
assurance it will travel through 
the maze to enactment. 
One of the distressing facts 
about 
the 
admittedly 
poor 
condition of most county jails is 
that such 
institutions 
often 
house, for varying periods of 
time, 
first 
offenders 
and 


juveniles. While no one is ad­ 
vocating country-club con­ 
ditions 
for 
jails, 
certain 
minimum standards should be 
met in each county, thereby 
assuring prisoners that their 
lives will not be jeopardized. 
This is the very least that should 
be expected from proposed 
legislation. 


The House has approved a 
minimum 
standard measure 
during the last two sessions, 
only to see the effort fail in the 
state Senate. We’re hopeful that 
the upper chamber will show a 
bit more compassion during this 
session and adopt a reform that 
is clearly needed in Missouri.

WASHINGTON - The Senate 
Intelligence 
Committee 
was 
unable to pin down any proof 
that past Presidents authorized 
the CIA to assassinate foreign 
leaders. 


Top CIA officials, however, 
have now broken their silence on 
this subject. They have told us 
categorically that all 
the 
assassination plots had White 
House approval. 
To avoid embarrassing a 
President, no written record 
was kept. This provided the 
Presidents with what the Senate 
report 
calls 
“ plausible 
deniability.” But the CIA of­ 
ficials have given us this run­ 
down: 
Eisenhower Administration - 
The late CIA chief Allen Dulles 
personally consulted President 
Eisenhoser about the plot to 
poison the 
Congo’s Patrice 
Lumumba. Dulles had a ten­ 
dency to talk in circles. He 
probably used delicate words in 
discussing 
the 
assassination 
plot. 


But he cam e back and 
reported to associates that the 
President had authorized the 
plot to kill Lumumba. 
Kennedy Administration - 
The late Robert Kennedy, ac­ 
cording to our sources, took a 
personal interest in the effort to 
eliminate Cuba’s Fidel Castro. 
Kennedy pursued the details 
down through the lower levels. 
He had full knowledge of the 
“executive action plan,” as the 
plot against Castro was known. 
Our sources weren’t privy to 
Robert 
Kennedy’s 
private 
conversations with his brother, 
the President. But our sources 
regard it as highly unlikely that 
Robert withheld anything from 
his brother. 
In any event, President 
Kennedy put Robert in charge of 


a counterinsurgency committee, 
called the Special Group, which 
concentrated on harassing 
Castro. The President’s brother 
complained about the use of 
mobsters to kill Castro but 
approved of the plot, our sources 
swear. 


Johnson 
Administration 
- 
President Johnson, upon being 
advised of the CIA plots to 
assassinate 
foreign 
leaders, 
made it clear he didn’t want to 
know about them. There were 
some activities, he indicated, 
that the President shouldn’t be 
told about 
Or as one source put it: 
“Lyndon Johnson was really 
quite sagacious in staying away 
from anything that might later 
blow up in his face.” 
LBJ, therefore, was not in­ 
formed personally about the 
continuing effort to knock off 
Castro. 
Nixon 
Administration 
- 
President Nixon was given an 
oral 
briefing 
on 
the 
assassination 
attem pts, 
a 
briefing which might have been 
recorded on the secret White 
House tapes. 


Our sources say Nixon was 
“gung ho” about covert ac­ 
tivities, that he personally or­ 
dered CIA chief Richard Helms 
to foment a coup against Chile’s 
late President Salvador Allende. 
But Nixon gave no assassination 
orders. 
Clearly, not only the CIA but 
the White 
House 
must be 
restricted against using murder 
as an instrument of U.S. foreign 
policy. 
SOVIET 
HARASSMENT: 
American tourists have come 
home from Russia with stories 
of harassm ent, apparently 
because they were Jewish. 
U. S. Jewish leaders have told 
us the mistreatment is still rare, 
but they fear it could be the 
beginning of a campaign to 
discourage Jewish visitors. 
For 
example, 
a 
Miami 
physician, Dr. Joel Sandberg, 


and his wife, Adele, spent 10 
days in Russia earlier this year 
seeing the sights and visiting 
Jewish families. 
In Kishinev, they spent four 
evenings 
with 
Mark 
Abramovich, a Soviet Jew who 
had asked to go to Israel. “We 
went 
to 
Marie’s 
apartment 
openly,” the Sandbergs told our 
associate Joe Spear. “No of­ 
ficials ever told us not to visit 
him. We can emphatically state 
that they said nothing against 
the Soviet Union.” 
Yet the Sandbergs, apparently 
because 
of 
their 
brief 
association with Abramovich, 
were grilled for 10 hours. They 
were accused of being Israeli 
spies, of smuggling documents, 
of engaging in “hostile” acts 
against the Soviet Union. 
They were told that they 
wouldn’t be going home for four 
or five years, that they wouldn’t 
be seeing their three children for 
a long time. Several times, 
Adele Sandberg broke down and 
wept. 
In the end, the Sandbergs 
were packed off to Romania. 
The local communist paper lata* 
portrayed 
them 
as 
Zionist 
agents 
and 
excoriated 
Abramovich as a man who 
“slanders the country that had 
raised him .” 
Such public 
denunciation often is a prelude 
to a trial and sentence. 
Another Miami couple, Ralph 
and 
Miriam 
Gordon, 
were 
taking 
pictures 
in Soviet 
Armenia last September when 
Ralph suddenly died of a heart 
attack. The Soviets forcibly 
injected 
M iriam 
with 
medication, interrogated her for 
hours and accused her of slip­ 
ping poison into her husband’s 
vodka martini. She was allowed 
to return home after several 
anxious days. 
Footnote: The State Depar­ 
tm ent has 
lodged official 
protests over the maltreatment 
of American citizens. Our calls 
to the Soviet Embassy were not 
returned. 


Big word, “monumental.” But 
so are the error rate, the fraud, 
and the quiet pocketing of 
federal and state moneys in this 
era of budgets racing towards 
the trillion mark. 
To talk in simple arithmetic, 
one 
section 
of 
the 
huge 
Departm ent 
of 
Health, 
Education and Welfare actually 
admits that 25 per cent ofthe 
nation’s allegedly needy on 
public assistance are ineligible 
or overpaid. Therefore they 
needlessly cost the federal-state 
treasuries about $6 billion an­ 
nually. 
Actually the official HEW 
Social 
and 
Rehabilitation 
Service reports don’t say this as 
candidly. 
Under 
its 
acting 
administrator, Jack Svahn, the 
Welfare Section boasts of saving 
the federal-state coffers some 
$411 million in the past 18 
months with a series of derring- 
do investigations. Having made 
college with more than an 
eighth-grade 
arithmetic 
ap­ 
titude, I took pencil in hand to 
dig the recent official statement. 
It develops that in 18 months 
(iron Jan. 1, 1974 to July 1, 
1975), 
after 
considerable 
pressure by this column and by 
such men as ex-U.S. Com­ 
missioner of Welfare Robert 
Carleson, 
the 
Departm ent 
merely shaved some 7 per cent 
off the racketeering rosters of 
the ineligibles and overpayment 
pocketeers. When the Social and 
Rehabilitation Service (SRS) 
finally stopped defending the 
department and balking those of 
us who were charging vast 
welfare looting and finally did 
launch a 
Quality Control 
campaign in January 1974, the 
error rate was 41.1 per cent. Or 
about 4 million welfare clients 
were either ineligible, overpaid 
or underpaid. The SRS now 
admits this. 


Mind you, those of us who 
have been investigating all this 
have been X-raying a $25 billion 
an n u al 
w elfare-m edicaid 
program . 
These are 
only 
federal-state welfare (aid to 
families 
with 
dependent 
children), 
medicaid 
and 
emergency funds (your tax 
money). It doesn’t include local 
contribution money. 
So a 41.1 per cent error added 
up to the mishandling of some 
$10 billion a year. 
And those inside the depart­ 
ment who leaked to some of us 
on the outside were maligned by 
the cover-up crowd inside and in 
Congress. 
Now there 
is an official 
statement by Jack Svahn, acting 
SRS administrator, that the 41.1 


per cent error rate figure we 
used was correct. And that the 
18-month government anti-error 
campaign has reduced this to 
just about 32 per cent. Some 7 
per cent of this is in un­ 
derpayments, which is of course 
unjust to the needy. 
But 25 per cent still is the rate 
of 
ineligibility 
and 
over­ 
payments. But administrator 
Svahn says in effect we’ll cut 
most of them off at the pass by 
Jan. 1,1976. 
We’ll see then. Meanwhile 25 
per cent of a $25 billion a year 
public assistance program 
comes to a sum which could feed 
a lot of hungry, or save a few 
cities or ease the burden of 
millions of taxpayers. 
Svahn says his 18-month drive 
has 
saved 
the 
federal-state 
coffers some $411 million. Well, 
that’s a long way from the $6 
billion which appears to be 
looted or wasted. 
The U. S. Welfare section 
itself admits it just can’t total all 
the money spent, especially if 
you attempt to throw in the local 
(city 
and community) 
con­ 
tributions. 
The federal con­ 
tribution to New York City’s 
welfare bill is slightly over $2 
billion a year. If 25 per cent of 
this 
is 
in 
ineligibility and 
overpayment the government is 
throwing away $500 million a 
year. And the city’s loss in the 
loot-cost is $250 million a year. 
But the good-in-heart NYC 
Human 
Resources 
ad­ 
ministrator Jim Dumpson says 
he just can’t meet the federal 
government’s demand to cut the 
thieves off by Jan. 1. 
Anyway, says he, the rate of 
ineligibility in the Big Apple is 
only 11 per cent. Which makes it 
a grand total of $400 million a 
year worth of federal-state and 
city money being mulcted by the 
unneedy. 
And, 
says adm inistrator 
Dumpson, who used to be such a 
reasonable fellow, we are 
dealing with human beings. 
Which, as an old friend of his, I 
take means that the 50,000 
looters are of higher priority and 
humanity than the working 
citizenry who soon will find its 
income tax raised by some 25 
per cent. 
And, warns Dumpson, there 
will be turbulence in the streets 
if there is a sharp welfare slash. 
So New York City at least has 
served notice it 
can’t 
cut 
anything off at the pass. 
None of this has much to do 
with actual fraud, stealing of 
welfare checks, doubling on 
payments 
and 
spurious 
demands 
for 
em ergency 
assistance. Actual fraud runs 
into a billion or two or more 
across the U.S. a year. 
Why then doesn’t Congress 
stop covering up its friends in 
the HEW? The deserving needy 
would benefit from the saving 
resulting from congressional 
exposure. There could be a tax 
shave. The citizenry would have 
an extra dollar or so to spend, 
the economy would boom. Why 
then doesn’t the Congress probe 
all this? Whom are they 
protecting?

SINGING A DIFFERENT 
CIA TUNE 
On the heels of the firing of CIA Director William 
Colby, columnist Jack Anderson wrote an article 
detailing the “demoralization and deterioration” inside 
the intelligence agency. Although quoting Anderson on 
the state of the CIA is akin to quoting the fox on the health 
of the chicken flock, his investigative findings in this case 
are instructive. Among them: 
“Top CIA informants and contract employes are 
switching their allegiances to foreign intelligence ser­ 
vices, which they consider more trustworthy. 
“The Soviet defectors, whom the CIA has been able to 
coax over to the American side, no longer trust the 
agency. This could shut off invaluable future sources of 
information. 
“The spectacle of the CIA confessing its sins to Sen. 
Frank Church, D-Idaho, has left sophisticated allied 
intelligence officials incredulous. One of them com­ 
mented: ‘You don’t have a country, you have a church - 
no pun intended.’” 
Anderson goes on to detail specific instances where the 
CIA has been weakened or rendered virtually helpless 
abroad: in Portugal, Italy, Spain, Lebanon, Israel, 
France, Australia and even neighboring Canada. 
None of this, however, should surprise anyone, least of 
all Anderson. There is simply no way the CIA — or any 
other government agency for that matter — could 
withstand the one-piece-of- flesh - at a- time dissection 
that has been mercilessly conducted in recent months by 
congressional committees, without emerging terribly 
scarred. 
At the same time, let’s distribute the credit where it’s 
due. Jack Anderson himself has perhaps done more than 
any individual outside government to leave the CIA — in 
words quoted by him — “naked before our enemies.” His 
numerous accusations of its alleged misdeeds helped set 
the stage mounted by Sen. Church and his colleagues. 
Seeking scapegoats for a dangerous situation he can’t 
deny, the columnist points the finger at William Colby. 
The puzzle is that, when Anderson can see the effects of 
the CIA’s hurt so clearly, why can he not also see its true 
causes?

an insurable risk. 
Probably the chief blame 
must bs laid on the courts and 
the law. These require an in­ 
credibly expensive and clumsy 
adversary system which eats up 
huge quantities of both time and 
money before claims are set­ 
tled. JEven more serious, the 
trend 
has 
been 
toward 
elimination of any statute of 
limitations, so that malpractice 
risks are incalculabe, while 
juries have increasingly tended 
to give awards based more on 
sympathy for the plight of the 
unfortunate plaintiff that on the 
reality of alleged negligence of 
incompetence. 
The goal of public policy in 
this tangled situation is evident. 
There should be reimbursement 
for persons who are injured by 
negligent 
or 
incompetent 
physicians, 
but 
that 
reim­ 
bursement should be provided 
through a mechanism operated 
at a minimum of cost in time 
and expense The mechanism 
must be able to distinguish 
clearly between the failures due 
to genuine negligence and those 
that will occur despite con­ 
scientious medical care. 
The goal is easier to state than 
to achieve.

Missouri’s county jails rank 
among the poorest in the nation. 
A 
recent 
inspection report, 
macte after examination of jails 
throughout the state, had this to 
say: 
“More than half of the jails in 
Missouri 
are 
infested 
with 
vermin, are dirty, cold and 
poorly lighted, many jails are 
dangerous (fire safety); and 
more than half of Missouri jails 
provide 
no 
medical 
examinations for detection or 
prevention 
of communicable 
diseases among inmates, nor 
are there provisions or stan­ 
dards to mitigate this problem. 
Diry, diseased prisoners are 
housed with the rest.” 
This is the kind of report that 
hopefully will produce sufficient 
distress 
in 
the 
General 
Assembly to assure enactment 
of a minimum standards act for 
jails in the state’s 114 counties 
and the City of St. Louis. A bill 
requiring 
such 
minimum 
standards is making its way 
through the General Assembly, 
although at this point there is no 
assurance it will travel through 
the maze to enactment. 
One of the distressing facts 
about 
the 
admittedly 
poor 
condition of most county jails is 
that such 
institutions 
often 
house, for varying periods of 
time,

offenders 
and 


juveniles. While no one is ad­ 
vocating country-club con­

for 
jails, 
certain 
minimum standards should be 
met in each county, thereby 
assuring prisoners that their 
lives will not be jeopardized.

during the last two sessions, 
only to see the effort fail in the 
state Senate.

Washington Merry-Go-Round

U.S. Welfare officials finally 
admit 25 percent of $25 billion 
paid annually in ‘error* 
WASHINGTON - One of the 
mysteries here is why the probe- 
happy 
Congres* 
still hasn't 
bothered to create a select 
committee, or any committee, 
even a small subcommittee, to 
investigate 
the 
monumental 
welfare thievery, ineligibility 
and padded payments to relief 
“clients." 
Big word, “monumental.” But 
so are the error rate, the fraud, 
and the quiet pocketing of 
federal and state moneys in this 
era of budgets racing towards 
the trillion mark. 
To talk in simple arithmetic, 
one 
section 
of 
the 
huge 
Department 
of 
Health, 
Education and Welfare actually 
admits that 25 per cent of the 
nation’s allegedly needy 
on 
public assistance are ineligible 
or overpaid. Therefore they 
needlessly cost the federal-state 
treasuries about $6 billion an­ 
nually. 
Actually the official HEW 
Social 
and 
Rehabilitation 
Service reports don't say this as 
candidly. 
Under 
its acting 
administrator, Jack Svahn, the 
Welfare Section boasts of saving 
the federal-state coffers some 
$411 million in the past 18 
months with a series of derring- 
do investigations Having made 
college with more than an 
eighth-grade 
arithmetic 
ap^ 
titude, I took pencil in hand to 
dig the recent official statement 
It develops that in 18 months 
(from Jan. 1, 1974 to July I, 
1975), 
after 
considerable 
pressure by this column and by 
such men as ex-U.S. Com­ 
missioner of Welfare Robert 
Carleson, 
the 
Department 
merely shaved some 7 per cent 
off the racketeering rosters of 
the inéligibles and overpayment 
pocketeers. When the Social and 
Rehabilitation Service (SRS) 
finally stopped defending the 
department and balking those of 
us who were charging vast 
welfare looting and finally did 
launch 
a 
Quality Control 
campaign in January 1974, the 
error rate was 41.1 per cent. Or 
about 4 million welfare clients 
were either ineligible, overpaid 
or underpaid 
The SRS now 
admits this 


Mind you, those of us who 
have been investigating all this 
have been X-raying a $25 billion 
annual 
w elfare-m edicaid 
program. 
These 
are 
only 
federal-state welfare (aid to 
families 
with 
dependent 
children), 
medicaid 
and 
emergency 
funds (your tax 
money). It doesn't include local 
contribution money 
So a 41.1 per cent error added 
up to the mishandling of some 
$10 billion a year. 
And those inside the depart­ 
ment who leaked to some of us 
on the outside were maligned by 
the cover-up crowd inside and in 
Congress. 
Now 
there 
is an official 
statement by Jack Svahn, acting 
SRS administrator, that the 41.1 


per cent error rate figure we 
used was correct. And that the 
18-month government anti-error 
campaign has reduced this to 
just about 32 per cent Some 7 
per cent of this is in un­ 
derpayments, which is of course 
unjust to the needy 
But 25 per cent still is the rate 
of 
ineligibility 
and 
over­ 
payments. 
But administrator 
Svahn says in effect we’ll cut 
most of them off at the pass by 
Jan. 1,1976. 
We’ll see then Meanwhile 25

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‘Cholesterol scare’ 
angers egg farmers 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) 
— Will eating eggs increase 
your chance of a heart attack? 
Should you switch to some 
product such as Egg Beater or 
Second Nature? 
Or is the whole eggs-increase- 
cholesterol argument wrong? 
New research at the Univer­ 
sity of California at Los Ange­ 
les seem s to say eggs won’t 
hurt you if you’re healthy and 
don’t have a cholesterol prob­ 
lem — which most people don’t. 
“ If the good Lord hadn’t in­ 
tended for us to eat good eggs, 
unadulterated, 
He’d 
have 
changed them,” 
says Carlin 
Hooper, one of San Diego Coun­ 
ty’s biggest egg producers. 
“The egg yolk is the single 
highest source of cholesterol in 
the diet,” said Ben Patrusky, 
chief of science information for 
the 
American Heart Associ­ 
ation. That group recommends 
people eat no more than three 
eggs a week. 
“Nonsense. There is absolute­ 
ly no basis for saying that,” 
said Florence Coats, a spokes­ 
man for the National Commis­ 
sion on Egg Nutrition, a pro­ 
ducer group. 
The commission is awaiting 
decisions by two federal judges, 
in Washington and Chicago, on 
what it can say in ads about 
eggs and cholesterol, which is a 
fat-soluble substance in cells 
and body fluids. People who 
have heart attacks often have 
too much of it. 
The Federal Trade Commis­ 
sion, at the urging of the heart 
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association, brought suit to stop 
the producers from saying in 
ads that “There is no scientific 
evidence that eating eggs con­ 
tributes to heart attacks.” 
Since 
then 
the 
egg 
men 
changed their ads to substitute 
“scientific proof” for “scien­ 
tific evidence.” 
At a hearing in Washington, 
both sides marshaled presti­ 
gious heart doctors and nutri­ 
tionists to back them up. 
Meantime, most egg produc­ 
ers say they are having one of 
the worst, if not the worst, year 
in history. They lost money for 
months but are back to break­ 
ing even at about 43 cents a 
dozen. 
“It’s the worst year I can 
ever remember,” said W. R. 
Cramer, who has nearly 400,000 
chickens in Riverside County 
and has been in the egg busi­ 
ness for 25 years. He figures 
his loss for the year might hit 
$200,000 or 50 cents a bird. 
He blamed rising costs and 
the cholesterol scare. 
“Cholesterol is a problem be­ 
cause 
certain 
manufacturers 
want to play on it,” Cramer 
said. 
“I 
mean the corn oil 
people.” 
He noted that California’s egg 
producers are spending about 
$1 million a year for advertis­ 
ing and research to combat the 
cholesterol scare. 
“But that’s just a drop in the 
bucket,” complained Cramer. 
“When Fleischmann’s hits the 
tube for Egg Beater they go $5 
million at a tim e.” 
“That’s 
very, 
very high,” 
said a spokesman for Standard 
Brands, maker of both Fleisch­ 
mann’s 
margarine 
and Egg 
Beater. 
But 
he wouldn’t 
say 
how 
much is being spent to promote 
the product, which is 83 per 
cent egg whites, with synthetic 
yolks and corn oil.

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) 
— Will eating eggs increase 
your chance of a heart attack? 
Should you switch to some 
product such as Egg Beater or 
Second Nature? 
Or is the whole eggs-increase- 
cholesterol argum ent wrong? 
New research at the U niver­ 
sity of California at Los Ange­ 
les seem s to say eggs won’t 
hurt you if you’re healthy and 
don't have a cholesterol prob­ 
lem — which most people don’t. 
“ If the good Lord hadn’t in­ 
tended for us to eat good eggs, 
unadulterated. 
He’d 
have 
changed them ,” 
says Carlin 
Hooper, one of San Diego Coun­ 
ty’s biggest egg producers. 
“ The egg yolk is the single 
highest source of cholesterol in 
the diet,” said Ben Patrusky, 
chief of science inform ation for 
the 
Am erican H eart Associ­ 
ation. That group recommends 
people eat no m ore than three 
eggs a week. 
“ Nonsense. There is absolute­ 
ly no basis for saying th at,” 
said Florence Coats, a spokes­ 
man for the National Commis­ 
sion on Egg Nutrition, a pro­ 
ducer group 
The commission is awaiting 
decisions by two federal judges, 
in Washington and Chicago, on 
what it can say in ads about 
eggs and cholesterol, which is a 
fat-soluble substance in cells 
and body fluids. People who 
have heart attacks often have 
too much of it. 
The Federal Trade Commis­ 
sion. at the urging of the heart 
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association, brought suit to stop 
the producers from saying in 
ads that “ There is no scientific 
evidence that eating eggs con­ 
tributes to heart attacks.” 
Since

“ scientific proof” for “ scien­ 
tific evidence." 
At a hearing in Washington, 
both sides m arshaled presti­ 
gious heart doctors and nutri­ 
tionists to back them up. 
M eantime, most egg produc­ 
ers say they are having one of 
the worst, if not the worst, year 
in history. They lost money for 
months but are back to break­ 
ing even at about 43 cents a 
dozen. 
“ It’s the worst year I can 
ever rem em ber,” said W. R. 
Cram er, who has nearly 400,000 
chickens in Riverside County 
and has been in the egg busi­ 
ness for 25 years. He figures 
his loss for the year might hit 
$200,000 or 50 cents a bird. 
He blam ed rising costs and 
the cholesterol scare 
“ Cholesterol is a problem be­ 
cause

w ant to play on it,” C ram er

mean the corn oil 
people.” 
He noted that C alifornia's egg 
producers are spending about 
$1 million a year for advertis­

“ When Fleischm ann’s hits the 
tube for Egg Beater they go $5 
million at a tim e.”

Brigham Young 
University are a rarity on the 
modern educational scene, and 
the Mormons who run the uni­ 
versity are fighting what they 
consider a threat to its integri­ 
ty by the federal government. 
Taking such a stance of re­ 
sistance 
is unusual for the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Lat­ 
ter-day Saints, which tradition­ 
ally has stressed civic dutiful­ 
ness and compliance with gov­ 
erning authority. 
“Our justification as an in­ 
stitution is at stake,” says the 
university’s president, Dallin H. 
Oaks, a former trial attorney 
and law professor. 
He says the new controls 
have appalled many church-run 
colleges. 
“What they’re doing is ille­ 
gal, goes beyond the act of Con­ 
gress and beyond the U.S. Con­ 
stitution ” He notes that not in 
this century have Mormons 
raised such a challenge to gov­ 
ernment regulations. 
In this case, however, they 
strike at “ an important part of 
our function as a Christian 
teaching institution, at part of 
our religious philosophy,” he 
said in an interview. “ It’s a 
fundamental m atter.” 
As unusual as the Mormon 
protest 
are 
the 
university’s 
codes of conduct themselves, 
which insist on standards of 
personal behavior and appear­ 
ance that have gone by the 
wayside on most campuses. 
Under those rules, students 
and staff must adhere to sexu­ 
ally distinguishing modes of 
dress 
and 
grooming, 
shun 
drugs, tobacco, alcohol, coffee 
and tea, disavow cheating or 
other dishonesty, and pledge 
adherence to the law of chast­ 
ity. 
Violations are cause for ex­ 
pulsion. Any student involved in 
pre-marital 
or 
extram arital 
sex are “counseled out” by 
their religious counselors, who 


also interview them before ad­ 
mission to determine if they 
are 
morally qualified. 
They 
sign forms attesting to their 
moral commitments. 
The new federal regulations 
would “ prevent us from taking 
action”

standards of sexual behavior, 
says Oaks. “ It’s an attack on 
one 
of 
the

unique values of our school, a 
part of our religious philosophy 
and theory of learning.” 
The 
university 
at 
Provo, 
Utah, with 25,000 students, has 
the biggest full-time enrollment 
of any private institution of 
higher education in the country. 
About 
1,000 students, 4 per 
cent, are non-Mormons. 
Oaks, 43, head of the univer­ 
sity for four years, said that 
maintaining its distinctive mor­ 
al qualities is especially vital in 
a time when “the whole moral 
atmosphere of education has 
degenerated across the country. 
We’re one of the few schools 
that still care how students be­ 
have. It sets us apart.” 
But he said new federal regu­ 
lations, issued by the U.S. De­

“Of course I didn’t,’’ admitted

wasn’t my fault. After all, 
anyone who plays golf knows 
that the course of true golf never 
runs smoothy."
